MAIKE SUPREME OOUBOe 
(JIMOH. 
The Supreme Court of Maine has sub­ 
mitted to Governor Garcelon the answers 
to certain questions regarding the duty of 
the Governor and Council in canvassing 
votes. There are seven Judges on the 
Supreme Bench, and every one of them 
condemned the comae of the Governor and 
Council. The Court held unanimously 
that the Governor is not clothed with 
judicial authority, that he has no power to 
go 
behind 
the 
returns, 
that 
the 
intention 
of 
the 
voter 
is 
the 
paramount 
consideration, 
that 
nonsensical technicalities should not dis­ 
franchise any people, and that the spirit of 
the Constitution should be obeyed. The 
decision in a chilling rebuke to the au­ 
thors of the Maine fraud, but whether 
Garcelon M d the Fusion members will 
count the Supreme Court of any impor­ 
tance, ie a question. Evidently Garcelon 
thinks himself bigger thM|the Coart, and 
he has Intimated that whatever the Court 
agreed upon, would not change his opinion 
or control his action. 
There are some points In the opinion of 
the Supreme Court, which should be care­ 
fully read and thoroughly understood, be­ 
cause they are important to every voter, to 
every inspector of election, and to all 
Boards of Canvassers. Question No. 12, of 
the number proposed to the Supreme 
Court, read as follows: 
if the Governor and Connell have before them 
two lints of rotes returned from the tame town 
differing materially from each other in the num­ 
ber of rote* returned aa cast for the same per­ 
sona. bat idem tai in all outer respects, both har­ 
ing been duly received at the secretary’* cilice, 
and they hare no oridenct to enable them to de­ 
termine which is the true and genuine return, 
are they required to treat either of them as val­ 
id! 
This was one of the most Important 
questions sent to the Court for aa answer, 
because on a pure technicality, and noth­ 
ing else, thirty-seven members of the I leg­ 
islature were deprived of their certificates 
of election, aud men who were not elected 
were given certificates. 
The answer of 
the Court to this question is that where 
are there two sets of returns as stated in the 
question, the first received at the office ot 
the 
Secretary 
of 
State, 
must 
be the basis of the action of the Governor 
and Council, and “if it la detective, or not 
in any wiM a true copy of the record, it eau 
be corrected in accordance with the pro­ 
visions of the statute.” 
The seven Judges 
farther make answer to the Governor and 
Council, that this Government rests upon 
the great 
constitutional axiom that all 
power is inherent In the people, 
“it is a 
Government of the people, by the people, 
and for the people,” and if administered In 
the spirit of its founders, “it shall not per­ 
ish from the earth.** 
“The ballot is the 
pride as well aa the protection of all. It is 
the truest Indication of the popular will.” 
The Coart reminds Governor Garcelon 
of this Met, and it is well worth remember­ 
ing, that the official returns required from 
the municipal officers of the several plan­ 
tations, towns, nod cities, are, and will be 
made by “plain people,” and made too, in 
the hurry, and bustle, aud excitement of 
an election. “They are not required to be 
written with the scrupulous nicety of the 
writing mister or with the technical acca 
racy of a plea in abatement A sentence 
may have been ungrammatical, the spelling 
may deviate from ths recognized standard, 
but the returns are not brought to naught 
because the penmanship may bs poor, the 
language ungrammatical, or the spelling 
erroneous. It is enough lf the roturns can 
be understood, and if anderst|M the fall 
effect should be given to thAEatural aud 
obvious meaning. 
They^re not to be 
strangled by idle technicalities, nor is their 
meaning to be distorted by carpings and 
captious criticisms.” 
Regarding the mistakes of election in­ 
spectors the seven Judges say, “for the 
willful neglect of duty, officers would un­ 
doubtedly tie liable to punishment, but 
shall tho whole town be disfranchised by 
reason of the fraud or negligence of their 
officers ? This would be punishing the in­ 
nocent tor the fraud of the guilty.” Again, 
“returns should be received with favor and 
ftftntfnVI with liberality, for from the men 
who usually are, nod necessarily must be 
employed to make them, great formality 
and extreme nicety can not be expected, 
M d should not be required.*’

BARSTOW AND GARCELON. 


A Review of tho Bjtohford-Bartitow 
Content—Homo K in sh ip to M aine > 
Nome In te re stin g P o in ts on th e 
W isconsin Case. 
Chicago Tri baile. 
The Maine imbroglio revives some in­ 
terest in the celebrated Bashtord-Bontow 
contest for the Governorship of Wisconsin 
in 1804. Tile cases being both political 
and legs*, and involving the right of the 
majority to rule when it9 preference has 
h'tcn clearly exprer^ed at the ballot box, 
there are many poin’s of similarity between 
them, except that in Wisconsin the contest 
related solely to the right to the Executive 
office, whereas in Maine tbe attempted 
fraud stnk( sat tho root of both the Ex­ 
ecutive and Legislative function.

Wisconsin case, Barstow held the certif! 
cate of Election 
irom the Returning 
Board, w/iicb consist'd of the Secretary of 
state (David W. Jones), the Blate Treas­ 
urer (E ii Jenssen), and the Attorney'Gen­ 
eral (George B. feu* Uh,) all Democrats. The 
first count left Governor Barstow a few 
fiundred short of an electron, but on the 
arrival of certain “supplemental returns” 
from Bridge Creek, and Town Twenty-fire 
and 
other * backwoods 
precincts, the 
case was 
reopened 
and 
Barstow 
counted in and declared elected. 
These 
supplemental returns were manufactured 
lur the occasion, and were manifestly fraud­ 
ulent, although the counting of such re­ 
turns seemed to have the color of justifica­ 
tion by tbe then existing statute. 
When 
Barstow’* title to the office was disputed 
ae, like Garcelon, refused to submit the 
ease to the Supreme Court, and, like Gar­ 
c o n , planted himself upon the validity ot 
the certificate of election granted in due 
lorm bv the Returning Board created by 
law.

The Supreme Court then 
consisted of the late Chief-Justice Whiton, 
a Judge and not a politician; the late A D 
smith, Free-Solier; and the late Samuel 
Crawford, violent Bourbon Democrat. The 
Court unanimously agreed that it /cad juris­ 
diction in mu case aud that it hid aumonty 
to review 
tbe work of 
the 
Returning 
Board and see that they had not dishon­ 
estly aud corruptly given the certificate ot 
ltclion to the wrong man, and, if so, to 
oust the usurper and install the persons 
having the greatest number of votC9. The 
trial men .proceeded, and the excitement 
ran as high among both parties in Wiscon­ 
sin as it does lo-day in Maine. 
Barstow 
was looked upon as a usurper, and his Re­ 
turning Board was as severely censured as 
Garcelou’s rascally Council is in Maine. 
Barstow7, like Garcelon, threatened to use

being then the Governor 
and 
tbe contest being over his re-election to 
the office), and made preparations to 
them if necessary, as Garcelon is now 
doing. But conscience makes cowards ot 
us all. Barstow and his Returning Board 
knew full well that their corrupt acts 
would not stand tbe light of a judicial in­ 
vestigation,and he resigned before the trial 
was conclo'led, leaving Lieut -Gov. Arthur 
McAr»* usa to act a9 Governor until the de 
Ci*iou of the Supreme Court was published, 
which declared Coles Bashford to be the 
legally-elected Governor of 
Wisconsin. 
Nearly all of tbe prominent actors in that 
exciting drama have passed away, includ­ 
ing all the Judges of the {Supreme Court 
who heard the case, tbe members ,of the 
Returning Board, and both of tho contest­ 
ants for the .glittering prize ot the Gov­ 
ernorship. As to the two able and bril­ 
liant advocates that appeared in the case, 
one is the Jhief Justice of the State, and 
the other is a member of tbe United States 
Senate.

LINCOLN’S ELOQUENCE. 


Th© L ic tty ts b u rg O ration a M a s t e r ­ 
p ie c e o f E lo q u e n c e . 
St. Leals Republican. 
Col. Lam oni assertion that Lincon^ 
speech at Gettysburg (No?. 19,1803) at­ 
tracted do attentioa until some time after 
h u death has provoked such a variety of 
criticism that the speech itself will cot be 
uninteresting reading; 
“Four score and seven years ago cur 
fathers brought forth on this Continent a 
new nation, conceived in liberty and d' di 
cated to the proposition that nil men are 
created equal. 
“Now we ars engaged in a great civ: 
war, testing whether that Nation, or anj 
nation so conceived and so dedicated, can 
long endure. 
We are met in a great bat­ 
tle-held of that war. 
We are met to ded­ 
icate a portion cl it as the final resting- 
place ot those who here gave their lives 
that the Nation might live. It is altogether 
fitting and proper mat we should do this 
“But in a larger sense wo cannot dic­ 
tate, we cannot consecrate, we cannet hal­ 
low this grcucd. 
Tho brave men, living 
and dead, who struggled here have conse­ 
crated it far above our power to add or de­ 
tract. The world will little cote nor long 
remember what we say h id eo u t it can 
■ever forget what they did hire. 
It is for 
us, the living, rather to be dedicated here 
to the unselfish wuik that they have thu* 
far 60 nobly cai rial on. 
Ii is rather for us 
to be here dedicated to the great ta-k re­ 
maining belore us—that (rom these hon­ 
ored dead we take increased devotion to 
the cause for which they give the lait fail 
measure of devotion —that wo here highly 
resolve that the dead shall not nave died in 
vain, (hat the Nation shall, under God. 
have a new birth ot freed! rn. and lh it lh* 
Government cl the people, by the people, 
anti for the people shall nut perish Ii. rn 
the earth.'* 
If brevity ba the soul cf el quecce, a* it 
is of wit, til en this address deserves the 
very highest praise. And when we anal­ 
yze the manner and the matter, it is md 
difficult to see how anything substantially 
better could be crowded into the same 
small compass. Yet co point of real im ­ 
portance is left untouched, and the points 
touched are driven Li me to the dulks 
mind in that simple and earnest language 
of which Lincoln was a perfect master 
Only an orator eau fully appreciate an 
orator, and it is reported that KU ward 
Everett—who was to follow the President 
in an elaborate effort lasting over an hour 
—said to him: *\3ir, your address will be 
remembered and cherished when m et: is 
lorgoUtD." And so it Las turned oui. Yet 
Everett was perhaps the most thoroughly 
accompli.-bed orator America has produced 
and the Gettysburg oration wmb not un­ 
worthy ut his high renown, lf less effec­ 
tive than its predecessor, it was because 
the one appealed to the head and t.bc cl bet 
to the heart; and at such tim**:, and places 
the feelings are of mere ^ jDstquenct* than 
the intellect. 
Eloquence in a l^au I a as ti iii jult to de­ 
fine as internal1 jQ in 
wciuao. it is an 
indtfccrihab'x cometh mg which carries us 
away Captive, we know not why nor how 
it La almost infinite in variety. Burke 
was, and is considered one cl the greatest 
it not the greatest ol English orators*, yet 
the House of Commons never adjourned 
alter a speech of his to enable the members 
to regain their mental balance. 
The 
House of Commons did do that lur Sheri­ 
dan. None will deny to Webster first- 
class oratorical ability, yet he could never 
•weep an Audience like Clay. 
Burke and 
Webster 
will 
live 
forever 
m 
print; Sheridan and Clay iu thut fond tra­ 
dition which is quite as imperishable, if 
not as satisfactory. 
Sargent S. Frentisi 
was probably more eloquent than either 
Sheridan or Clay, and yet he exists ae 
only a dim and fading memory. 
It is 
doubtful whether the very highest order 
ut eloquence can be defined in any other 
way. The fcublle spirit that pervades ii 
and gives to it irresistabie power evapo­ 
rates in typ«. The body is there, but} the 
foul ii Ped, 
the grandest eloquence 


any Le aid to uic with the breath that 
carried ii to the car. 
Demostheoea and 
Cicero,—we read with delight; but what 
must they have beento those who heard 
thew rJi cl" living fire rush from the 
speakers lips. 
Lord Chesterfiled in the 
opinion of his contemporaries, was the Hut 
orator of the day, but his scanty oratori­ 
cal remain1) arc fiat to us. 
Many little 
thicks contribute to what 
is 
called 
“a happy hit." in one ot his speeches 
during the famous joint debate of 1858, 
Lincoln—speaking 
to a 
crowd largely 
Democrats— said: 
“It will make very lit­ 
tle difference fellow citizens, whether my 
in end Judge Dug’as or myself Is elected 
to the United States Senate; |bnt the great 
question on which he and 1 are divided 
will live when our poor, feeble,Hammering 
tongues are silent in the grave.” 
The 
pathos put into this, and the sad, weary 
expression of countenance that accompan­ 
ied it stirred every soul present to the 
very depths. Something similar was done 
by Owen L vt joy in a speech at Alton in 
l^C'J. 
Ile had concluded his political re­ 
marks, un J, changing his voice to a con­ 
versational tone, made a short defense of 
hit brother against certain charges pre­ 
ferred in Ford’s “History of 11110018,” end­ 
ing in this way: 
“Twenty-three years 
have gone since the blood of my brother, 
shed rn these streets ran down and mingled 
with the waters cl the mighty stream that 
sweeps past our city to the sea: 
“ ‘The Avon to the Severn runs, tho Severn to the

liLcity and is claiming the protection of 
lier free soil ? Does she strike of his fetters 
aud lim breathe in peace the air of free­

No; Ma lachusetts sends him back 
t > slavery !

Another shoe factory is to be added to 
the manufacturing enterprises of the city. 
Air. Evan Thomas and Mr. George Griffith 
ara the owners and organizers. Mr. Thomas 
is already well known here In connection 
with the boot and shoe business. Air 
Griffith has for a year past been cutter for 
the Wisconsin Shoe Company’s factory. 
Previous to that he was for five years con­ 
nected with Miller’s successful factory in 
Racine, and before that was ler years con­ 
nected with some of the largest factories rn 
England. He is a thoroughly practical and 
widely experienced man, and knows the 
wants of the business thoroughly; Mr. 
Thomas will attend to the financial part of 
the 
enterprise, and Mr. Griffith will 
superintend the mechanical part. The 
factory is to be located !n the rear of Mr. 
Thomas1 store, and though the room is 
small, yet the machinery is to bo arranged 
so that a large amount of work can be 
produced, aud expenses cut down to the 
minimum point The machinery has al­ 
ready been purchased, and with the dies, 
eta, will cost about $3,000. Some of it is 
expected to arrive to day, and all will be in 
place and running Inside of two weeks. It 
is the intention to employ on the start 
about thirteen hands, and produce from 30 
to SO pairs of shoes daily. This will be 
increased as rapidly as possible, bat it Is 
the aim of the managers to proceed cau­ 
tiously, and grow surely on a sound foun­ 
dation. 
The machinery purchased is of the latest 
and best, and it is the intention to make 
fine shoes only, and to give special atten­ 
tion to quality of material and manner of 
making. There will be at first only “one 
team” employed, aa it is known to the 
trade, but the machinery and room will be 
so arranged, as to rapidly increase their 
force, as the business warrants. 
The en­ 
terprise is evidently in good hands, and 
within a short time will bo in practical 
working shape, when the work will speak 
for itself. 
That the new factory may 
prove a permanent and growing success, 
is the wish of all who are interested in the 
farther prosperity of the city.
